EXPLANATORY NOTES 

Introduct lon 

This monthly publication, pubilshed 
stnce August 1978, contalns Victorlan labour 
force estimates derlved from the population 
survey conducted throughout Australla each month 
by the ABS, Labour force estimates for employed 
persons classlfled by Industry and occupation 
are only avallable quarterly (l.e., each 
February, May, August, and November). 


Conduct of ABS population survey 

2. The survey Is based on a multi-stage 
area sample of private dwellings (about 7,500 
houses, flats, etc.) and non-private dwellings 
(hotels, motels, etc.) and covers about one half 
of one per cent of the Victorlan poputatton. 
The Information [ts obtalned from the occupants 
of selected dwell!ngs by carefully chosen and 
speclally trained Intervlewers. The Interviews 
are generally conducted during the two weeks 
beginning on the Monday between the 6th and the 
12th of each month. The Information obtalned 
relates to the week prior to the Interview 
(l.e., the survey week). 


Scope of survey 
Bei All persons aged 15 years and over are 
Included In the survey except: members of the 


permanent defence forces; certain dlplomatic 
personnel of overseas governments, customarlly 
excluded from census and estimated populations; 
overseas visitors hollday{ng In Australla; and 
members of non-Australlan defence forces (and 
thelr dependants) statloned tn Australla. 


Def Inttlons 

4. The labour force category to which a 

person Its asslgned depends on his actual 

activity (l.e., whether working, looking for 
work, etc.) during the survey week. The 
defInttlons conform closely to the [tnternattonal 
standard definttlons recommended by the 

International Labour Organ!satton. 

Employed persons comprise all those aged 15 

years and over who, during the survey week: 

(a) worked for one hour or more for pay, 
profit, commisston, or payment tn kind In a 
job or business, or on a farm (Including 
employees, employers, and sel f-employed 
persons); or 

(b) worked for 15 hours or more without pay In 
a famlly bustness or on a farm (l.e., 
unpald famlly helper); or 

(c) were employees who had a job but were not 
at work and were: on pald leave; on leave 
without pay for less than four weeks up to 
the end of the survey week; stood down 
without pay because of bad weather or plant 
breakdown at thelr place of employment for 
less than four weeks, up to the end of the 
survey week; on strike or locked out; on 
workers! compensatlon and expected to be 
returning to their job; or recelving wages 
or salary while undertaking full-time study; 
or 

(d) were employers or self-employed persons who 
had a job, business or farm, but were not at 
worKe 

Unemployed persons are those 15 years and over 

who were not employed durlng the survey week, 

and: 

(a) had actively looked for full-time or 
part-time work at any time In the four 


weeks up to the end of the survey week and: 
(t) were avallable for work [n the survey 


-,,week, or would have been avallabie except 
for temporary tliness (t.e., lasting for 
less than four weeks to the end of the 


survey week); or 
(Tl) were walting to start a new job within 
four weeks from the end of the survey week 
and would have started In the survey week [f 
the job had been avallabte then; or 
(b) were walttng to be cailed back to a 
full-time or part-time job from which they 
had been stood down without pay for less 
than four weeks up to the end of the survey 
week (Including the whole of the survey 
week) for reasons other than bad weather or 
ptant breakdown, 
The fabour force comprises all persons who, 
durtng the survey week, were employed or 
unemployed, as defined above, 
Full-time workers are those who usually work 35 
hours a week or more and others who, although 
usually part-time workers, worked 35 hours or 
more during the survey week. 
are those who usually work fess than 35 hours a 
week and who did so during the survey week. 
When record{!ng hours of work, fractlons of an 
hour are disregarded, 
Hours of work. The figures of aggregate hours 
and average hours refer to actual hours worked 
durtng the survey week, not hours pald for. The 
figures may be affected by pubilc holldays, 
leave, absentee!sm; temporary absence from work 
due to stfckness, tnjury, accldent, and 
tIndustrtal disputes; and stoppages of work due 
to bad weather, plant breakdown, etc, When 
hours of work are recorded, fractlons of an hour 
are dtsregarded and thls results In sltghtly 
lower flgures than would be the case [f actual 
time worked was recorded, Persons stood down 
for the whole of the survey week without pay 
because of bad weather or plant breakdown at 
thelr place of employment are regarded as 
employed and therefore are [tncluded (working no 
hours) [fn the caiculatton of average hours 
worked. Persons stood down In the survey week 
for reasons other than bad weather and plant 
breakdown and walting to be catled back to thetr 
job are regarded as unemployed and are therefore 
excluded from the calculation. 
Persons not In the labour force are those who, 
during the survey week, were not [In the 
categortes "employed" or "unemployed". 
Average (mean) duration of unemployment [s the 
duratlon obtained by dividing the aggregate 
number of weeks a group has been unemployed by 
the number of persons [In that group. 
Medtan_ duratlon of unemployment Is the duration 
which divides unemployed persons Into two equal

vartablifty; that Is, they may differ from the 
figures that would have been produced [f all 
dwef!tngs had been Included In the survey. One 
measure of the IIkely dtfference ts glven by the 
standard error, which indicates the extent to 
whtch an estimate mtght have varfed by chance 
because only a sample of dwellings was [ncluded 
In the survey, There are about two chances In 
three that a sample estImate wlll differ by less 
than one standard error from the figure that 
would have been obtafned [f all dwell ngs had 
been Included In the survey, and about nineteen 
chances In twenty that the difference wfli be 
less than two standard errors, Standard errors
